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MRS. HUGH L. ROBINSON 


Recently a letter came to Mrs. 
Hugh L. Robinson, president ot 
the West Newton Community 
Centre, from a former member of 
a woman’s club group who had 
moved from Newton. It said in 
substance: "What I miss most In 
my new home Is a group just like 
the one I joined at the Centre. I 
guess I depended on it more than 
I realized for companionship. 
Isn’t It sad that I took It so much 
for granted when we lived in 
Newton? And it wasn’t until 1 
moved that I realized how much 
the West Newton Community 
Centre had meant to me.” 

Mrs. Robinson, the dynamic, 
forthright president, can relate 
many such heart-warming stories 
about this Red Feather Agency. 
In fact, the West Newton Com- 
munity Centre Is one of the major 
interests in her busy life. Her 
tiny erect figure, her large dark 
eyes and her vivacity add up to 
make a person of compelling com- 
petence. One would never sus- 
pect, at first, that her life had 
been packed with drama which 
has never downed her. 

Born in Bergan, Norway, Mrs. 
Robinson came early to Boston. 
Graduation from the nursing 
school of the Massachusetts Gen 
eral Hospital was followed by 
overseas work with the MGH 
Base Hospital during the first 
World War. Two years after her 
marriage to Dr. Robinson she 
accompanied him to China for 
the American Board Mission of 
the Congregational Church. Their 
four children were born in Pe- 
king. Early In 1941 she brought 
them back to Newton. Meanwhile 
Dr. Robinson was interned by 
the Japanese in the infamous 
Santo Tomas prison in Manila. 
His release was effected after two 
years so he returned on the last 
exchange trip of the Gripsholm. 

Today the Robinson family 
make their home at 80 Berkeley 
street in a large rambling house. 
Dr. Robinson is on the staff of 
Newton-Wellesley Hospital. Si- 
grid, the oldest child, was grad- 
uated from Wellesley College .his 
year. Charles is a sophomore at 
Colby College. Gudron is a fresh- 
man at Radcliffe. John is in the 
eighth grade at Warrend Junior 
High. 

And Mrs. Robinson? Out side 
of her family and her church 
work, Mrs. Robinson’s chief In- 
terest lies in work for West New- 
ton Community Centre. The 
"Centre” she says proudly, “has 
operated without interruption for 
40 years! It’s had a great influ- 
ence on the lives of adults and 
children in and around West New- 
ton. We hope some day soon to 
have a large permanent building 
but for the present we operate 
mainly in basement rooms at the 
Davis School on Waltham street 
and In a city-owned portable I 
building behind the school. Mrs. 
William H. Cady, our executive 
director, is widely known through '< 
20 years of selfless work. She’s 
assisted by several part titne 
workers In craft and group In - 1 
struction.” 

"And what does your program 
offer?” 

• "Ours is ag after school pro- 
gram that lasts from October to | 
the middle of June, plus a sum- 
mer day camp. Should you drop 
in you might see children parti- 
cipating in cooking, sewing, knit- 
ting, woodworking, drawing, 
games, dramatics, or listening to

stories. Young people over 13 
would be in another part of the 
building engrossed in sports, 
dancing, knitting or crafts.” 

"And for adults?” 

"We offer women of all races 
and creeds the chance to get to- 
gether in clubs during the even- 
ing when their husbands are 
home to look after the children. 
They can knit, take instructions 
in basketry, cane seating, leather 
work, rug hooking or hear educa- 
tional talks over a sociable cup 
of tea.” 

“The program sounds versatile! 
And what about your summer 
camps?” 

"That begins as soon as school 
closes,” Mrs. Robinson continued. 
"Another Red Feather Agency, 
the Rebecca Pomroy House, joins 
us in this. Each morning for 7 
weeks the beach wagon loads ex- 
cited youngsters with their lunch- 
es and bathing suits for a busy 
day at Lake Walden, since at the 
moment we 'have no permanent 
camp site. Mrs. Cady tells of one 
small, girl whose story is typical. 
Would you care to hear it?” 

"Of course! I said. 

Her eyes sparkled with enthusi- 
asm as she talked. “This child 
had a terrific inferiority complex 
though her mother had tried to 
give her every advantage. She 
came to our camp for the first 
time, inhibited and shy. But be- 
fore the end of one summer she 
became a happy extrovert by 
entering in to games and songs. 
She was at last an integrated 
personality, happily adjusted to 
group life. Seeing even one such 
case is a great joy to us at the 
West Newton Community Cen- 
tre!” 

“I’m sure it is ! But is your 
program expensive?” 

“You’d be surprised how inex- 
pensive we make it. Each of our 
523 members pays very small 
dues. We keep them small — 
otherwise many could not belong. 
But the rest of our funds come 
entirely from the Newton Com- 
munity Chest which, as you 
know, is now conducting a com- 
bined campaign with the Greater 
Boston Community Fund.”

Newton and Lockwood Win 

That is not a normal caption, I will admit; however, it is 
suitable for the occasion. My very sincere and hearty con- 
gratulations to Alderman, now Mayor-elect Theodore R. Lock- 
wood for a thoroughly deserved victory. There will be many 
who will say that the margin should have been infinitely larger. 

] agree. In a moment, I shall attempt to give at least a tem- 
porary explanation for the tightness of the race. 

Why the caption? Please read last week’s column, referring 
to the type of campaign which has been waged during the past 
month or so. One issue was clear. It was up to the voters of 
this city to place in orficc not merely the best qualified man for 
the important office of Mayor, but also the man who stood for 
the highest ideals of city government and who held the office 
in too much esteem to drag it down to the level of politics as 
it is played in all too many of our cities* in this state. Alderman 
Lockwood chose to keep his campaign on a high level, win or 
lose. It was perfectly apparent that he could have turned the 
heat on his opjwsition, had he so desired. That, obviously, 
would have accomplished nothing. His only intelligent course 
was bo conduct a positive, constructive campaign, based on a 
carefully planned program for good government. He stayed 
consistently on the beam right down to the finish. More power 
to him. 

A side-light on the election was the very sincere letter of 
congratulations which Hugh S. Boyd had delivered to Alderman 
Lockwood’s house shortly after midnight, when the final result 
was fairly obvious, despite the bare possibility that the counting 
of second choices could conceivably upset the apple-cart. Boyd's 
quick letter of congratulations was fine sportsmanship. Roy 
S. Edwards offered his congratulations, Wednesday morning, 
after the tabulation of the second choices had been completed, 
because of the close contest between him and Lockwood. (That, 
incidentally, was about the time some of us were getting to bed.) 

Now, what were some of the reasons for the closeness of 
the Mayoral contest? First, we had a unique situation facing 
us. Three new names were on the ballot. Also, the present 
Mayor. Paul M„ (Joddard, had remained completely detached 
from the entire campaign. He did not publicly endorse any 
of the three candidates. That was extremely unusual, though 
entirely understandable to the politicians. Why understand- 
able? Because of the Street Department situation, which had 
been an issue in the last campaign and which was unpleasantly 
revived in the current campaign. At long last, the District 
Attorney was able to wind up the most important aspect of the 
case. 

Of the three candidates, Edwards was a brand new name 
on the ballot. Surprisingly enough, that fact did not prevent 
him from securing a very large vote, if you consider first and 
second choices. It was the second choices, by the way, which 
cut down Alderman Lockwood’s lead by over 800 votes. 

Boyd had appeared on the ballot in the Mayoral contest 
in 1045. However, he had never served in our city government. 
Lockwood had served on our Board for ten years, but had never 
run for Mayor. 

Finajly, the so-called machine in Newton was obviously 
badly in need of repair. There were a few missing parts, several 
spark-plugs had not been replaced and a general oiling and 
overhauling were called for. However, like my terribly old Ford 
car, it was necessary to get along as well as circumstances per- 
mitted, hoping all the time that the factory would turn out 
some new cars eventually. 

The above i= a slight concession to those politicians who 
have based most of their campaign on the slogan, ‘‘Lick the old 
machine.” More seriously, may I suggest that the group which 


got behind our Mayor-elect was a highly diversified group, 
composed of elements which one seldom sees functioning as a 
unit. On election night there were people surrounding him 
whom 1 never suspected were on his band-wagon. On the other 
hand, there were quite a few conspicuous absentees. Why? It 
is quite simple. Some of the old gua/d believed that Lockwood 
was too progressive; some had stated frankly that they wanted 
a different candidate. They even named one or two citizens 
whom they hoped to see run. One was a young conservative; 
another was a middle-aged public servant who is very, very 
independent. Tn other words, there was a definite luke-warm 
support of the Aldermnn plus a hostile vote due to the fact that 
Lockwood was the only representative of the current, admin- 
istration on the ballot. Therefore, if anybody wanted to take 
a whack at City Hall, all he had to do was throw his or her 
strength against Alderman Lockwood. That, of course, cut down 
the winner’s vote by several thousand votes. Was that fair? 

I leave the answer to my readers. 

What of the so-called slate? Curiously enough, this ‘‘slate" 
did not differ from my pre-election prediction in last week’s 
column. Those who know me are aware of the fact that I do 
my own political thinking and selecting consequently, the same- 
ness of the two lists of names was “purely co-incidental,” as they 
say on the radio. * 

Realizing that there may be a recount or two, it seems now 
that there was but one upset. That was in Ward 2. where the 
persistent Arthur S. Scipione defeated Norman H. S. Vincent 
and William H. Seeley for Ward Alderman. My selection had 
been Vincent, who ran a scant 64 votes behind Scipione. Vincent 
was not at all well-known and did very little, if any, publicity 
work. 1 knew in advance that any error on my part would be 
either in that contest or in the hot fight for Ward Alderman in 
Ward 3. Only 47 votes appear to make the difference between 
victory and defeat for former Alderman Cronin. 

Further detailed comment on the Mayoral race and the 
various Aldermanir and School Committee contests are reserved 
for next ‘week's column. One exception. The only lady in the 
campaign went down to defeat in a hard battle which bad her 
opponent on edge until well into the night. After all, 260 votes 
is not a heavy margin. Furthermore, the third entry in this '• 
•race, Benjamin Grow, received 693 votes. Ten Broeck was 
therefore a minority winner over Mrs. Lesses. For that matter, 
so was Mayor-elect Lockwood.

An investigation of fires In stuffed 
chain groceries Indicated they 
were started near the cash reg- 
ister. The answer — the manager 
or cashier would take a quick 
smoke, but both hands were 
needed to make change or to 
pack the goods, and the cigar- 
ette was placed on a shelf or 
the edge of the counter, or 
thrown on the floor— and forgot- 
ten until the fire department ar- 
rived soon after closing. 

The object in telling this is 
to emphasize that fires Incident 
to smoking are not preventable 
through blaming them on care- 
lessness. Smoking, in those who 
have the habit, is a process some- 
what akin to breathing. You 
just do it, not thinking as to 
the why, where or when. A 
smoker will strike a match in 
a powder magazine, or an oil 
refinery. It is an unthinking 
act, and discarding the match, 
the dottle of the pipe or the 
cigarette butt is also done with- 
out mental action of any kind. 

For these habit-formed acts 
there is no cure, except that 
which lies within the willpower 
of the individual. And what in- 
dividual who enjoys a smoke 
wishes to exert that degree of 
willpower on a matter the se- 
riousness of which is more a fan- 
tasy than a fact so far as he or 
they are concerned?

One of the greatest dangers 
from smoking is in connection 
with industrial work, warehous- 
es, shipping and other work 
where, because of the character 
of the material used, or to ob- 
tain the full value of the work- 
er’s time, smoking is prohibited. 
This has produced many fires 
which were the result of some- 
one taking a quick smoke, in 
some out-of-the-wpy place, with 
the consequent quick discarding 
of the "smoke” when someone 
approaches. To overcome this 
there could be a place provided 
where and a time when a per- 
son could have a smoke.

First, it must be recognized 
that a large proportion of the 
population does and will con- 
tinue to smoke. 

Second, that smoking is not 
just an after-dinner affair. It 
is a continuous process with 
some, and with practically all it 
involves not only the home but 
the place of business. 

This being the case the prob- 
lem is how to permit smoking 
and not involve undue hazards. 
First, the promiscuous placing 
of cigarettes and the thought- 
less discarding of these and 
other forms of partially con- 
sumed tobacco must be prevent- 
ed. That means ash trays and 
other receptacles in every room, 
hallway, porch and even in the 
kitchen, in every home, even 
though the residents may not 
smoke. They must be conveni- 
ently located, handy and self- 
evident as to their use, but they 
must not be the type which will 
readily cause a fire. That handy

Association! 

Finding a better way of raisin*; 
children I, on* answer to the 
problem of making a better 
world. This waa the theme of the 
lecture given by Dr. ?. Alexander 
Magoun at the Newton high 
school Monday evening, under 
the sponsorship of the Newton 
PTA Council. Dr. .Magoun, who 
i. Professor of Human Relations 
at MIT, pointed out that courses 
in Family Living, Parenthood, 
and Child Psychology are manda- 
tory by law in the state of Ore- 
gon, and suggested that such 
courses be given everywhere 
from the kindergarten on up. 

"We have been insulting the in- 
telligence of babies." said Dr. 
Magoun. “We have been maintain- 
ing a private imperialism in th* 
home . . .

The parent must have 
the know-how. gained by reading 
and study . . The final answer 
to the problem of a better world 
is in the highchair, not the elec- 
tric chair.”

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Necessity Of Eliminating Future 
Wars Stressed By Many Persons 


An ever-increasing number of 
thoughtful people throughout the 
United States arc urging the 
necessity of eliminating future 
wars between nations through 
the creation of law a id order. j 

The following qu. it ions from 
prominent individuals and 
groups in and out «. ■ the govern- 
ment seemed to us to convey in 
the strongest way the urgency of 
this message. 

In introducing their report on 
Universal Military Service to 
President Truman, the able Com- 
mittee, headed by President 
Compton of M. I. T. said: , 

"Everything points inescap- 
ably to the conclusion that there 
is no real security for this 
country or any country unless 
war is abolished through the 
establishment of the reign of 
law among nations.” 

A War Department report, | 
written a few months after Hiro- 
shima on "The Effects of the 
Atomic Bomb on National Secur- 
ity” contained the following: 

“The need of eliminating war 
Itself has never been so vitally 
necessary to the national secur- 
ity of the United States and to 
the survival of civilization.” 

Both of the above statements, 
one by military authorities and 
one by civilians but both look- 
ing at the situation from a 
military point of view, recognize 
that no longer can we place our 
reliance on success in future 
wars if civilization is going to 
survive. 

The Agreed Declaration of 
November 15, 1945, issued by the 
Pregident of the United States 
and the Prime Ministers of the 
United Kingdom and Canada, 
was to the same effect In assert- 
ing 

"that the only complete pro- 
tection for the civilized world 
from the destructive use of 
scientific knowledge lies in the 
prevention of war.” 

The so-called Lillienthal Com- 
mittee of consultants to the 
State Department in its report 
in March 1946 on the Internation- 
al Control of Atomic Energy, 
widely accepted as the founda- 
tion of thinking on the control of 
Atomic Energy, said: 

“We have concluded unani- 
mously that there is no prospect 
of security against atomic war- 
fare in a system of international 
agreements to outlaw such 
weapons controlled only by a 
system which relies on inspection 
and similar police-like methods.” 

The Secretary of State’s Com- 
mittee on Atomic Energy in 
transmitting this report to the 
Secretary re-emphasized the 
hopelessness of relying on na- 
tional committments "to outlaw 
the use of atomic energy for 
war” and added: “In particular, 
we are impressed by the great

advantages of an international 
agency with affirmative powers 
and functions coupled with 
powers of inspection and super- 
vision.” 

In other words, these Commit- 
tees are recommending in the 
atomic field what the Compton 
Committee concluded in a broad- 
er field — that war must be | 
"abolished through the establish- j 
ment of the reign of law among 
nations" and not by mere agree- ] 
ments between nations. 

In June of this year the Emer- 
gency Committee of Atomic 
Scientists, headed by Professor 
Einstein, meeting in Princeton, 
announced : “The American 
people should understand that 
there is no easy path . . . that, in : 
the long run, the creation of a 
supra-national government, with 
powers adequate to the respon- 
sibility of maintaining peace, is 
necessary.” 

And in July of this year, Gen- 
eral Eisenhower in an address at 
Vicksburg, Mississippi, added 
his voice to the need for action: 

“The last war, which ended 
with an inferno of destruction, 
can be the start of a world union 
for peace. Many, nevertheless, 
disparage world unity as vision- 
ary and impractical because na- 
tional loyalties tend to stifle in- 
ternational action. But in the re- 
1 union of our states that had been 
, divided by internal conflict, deep- 
ened by a bloody civil war, a 
problem comparable in intensity 
and kind was surmounted.” 

We could continue almost in- 
definitely with similar quota- 
tions but the foregoing add up to 
this: 

If civilization is to survive, 
war must be abolished. Agree- 
ments between nations are not 
adequate for this purpose but 
rather some superior law or 
world government is necessary to 
, maintain peace. 

< Believing that no system of 
world law can succeed without 
the backing of an enlightened 
public opinion, and also believ- 
ing that our representatives in 
Washington and elsewhere, in de- 
ciding major questions of policy, 
listen to the voice of the people 
and that this voice comes from 
the village square, the Newton

Election Comments 

O — 

With our own Community 
Chest struggling so hard to meet 
its quota before the Greater Bos- 
ton Community Fund drive closes 
on Nov. 19, It is difficult to focus 
as sharply on purely political 
matters as is my custom each 
week. However, there were a 
number of outstanding features 
of our recent election which de- 
serve comment at this time. 

First of all, we find that pre- 
ferential voting had a marked 
effect on the standing of the 
Mayoral contestants. This was 
not expected by either the ex- 
perts or by the City Hall staff. 
Before the second choices were 
counted, our Mayor-elect, Aider- 
man Lockwood, had polled a com- 
bined vote exceeding the ulti- 
mate winner. This made it nec- 
essary to count in all second 
choice votes. Inasmuch as Roy 
Edwards received 829 more sec- 
ond choices, the winner’s margin 
was reduced to 1,881 votes. Two 
years ago, Mayor Goddard re- 
ceived a clear-cut majority of 
all votes cast; 11,565 as against 
6,643, the combined total of. the 
Boyd and Cronin vote. This, by 
the way, refers to former Aider- 
man Dennis M. Cronin of Au- 
burndale and not to former Al- 
derman Eugene A. Cronin, the 
unsuccessful candidate against 
Joseph B. Davis, newly elected 
Ward Alderman from Ward 3. 

Next we have the truly re- 
markable performance of Ward 
Alderman Kenneth E. Prior of 
Ward 3, who, with Alderman 
Angevine, defeated former Al- 
derman Guzzi by a huge margin 
in the race for the two seats 
for Alderman - at • Large from 
Ward 3. Prior did an almost un- 
believable thing; he led ALL can- 
didates throughout the city with 
a vote of 13,541. Not only that; 
he had the highest vote in ten of 
the twenty-six precincts in New- 
ton. There was not a single ward 
in which Prior did not lead the 
field in at least one precinct. 
My memory does not recall a 
i similar feat. Indeed, he received 
more votes in one of Alderman 
Lockwood’s own precincts than 
did the Mayor-elect. Even in 
Lockwood’s own precinct, Aider- 
man Prior got only eight less 
votes than our new Mayor. 

There were, in my opinion, two 
major reasons for this unusual 
showing. First is the popularity 
and efficiency of AldermairPrior; 
second is the nature of the cam- 
paign waged against him. This 
infuriated many of Prior’s sup- 
porters and made them go out 
and swamp the opposition. 

My next point will interest 
chiefly the close followers of 
political affairs. Studying the de- 
tailed vote by precincts, I find 
that Alderman Prior led the field 
in ten precincts, as above men- 
tioned, and that the new Alder- 
man-at-Large from Ward 6, Jul- 
ian D. Anthony, led in three, 
all of them in his own ward. Then 
comes the new Waban Alderman, 
Clyde Casady, who carried two 
precincts, both in his own ward 
and tied in another precinct in 
Ward 5 with Roy Edwards. This 
by the way, was the best 
that candidate Edwards did in 


| any of the twenty-six precincts. 
Next we have one of the losing 
candidates for Alderman-at- 
Large, Harry Gath in Ward 2, 
who carried one of hl s own pre- 
cincts as well as "The Lake”, or 
Precinct 1 of Ward 1. Alderman 
Mattson led the field in two pre- 
cincts in his own ward, No. 2 
and No. 4. 

The other precinct winners car- 
ried but one precinct, as follows; 

I Guzzi, Cronin, Buse, one of our 
! eight new Aldermen, Hoyt and 
Tripp, both successful in their 
re-election campaigns, and final- 
ly, Mayor-elect Lockwood, who 
carried his own precinct in Ward 
7. Mention has already been 
made of Edwards’ tie with the 
new Waban Alderman, Clyde 
Casady of Ward 5. 

Candidates Gath in Ward 2, 
Bensley in Ward 4 and Brown in 
\ Ward 6 have now tasted defeat 
in two successive campaigns. So 
has Mayoral candidate Hugh S. 
Boyd. It will be interesting to 
see what, if anything, these har- 
dy souls do in the future. Every 
one of them can most certainly 
"take it” and each one conduct- 
ed, to the best of your colum- 
nist’s knowledge, a hard-fought 
and 'clean campaign. Personally, 
I like a good loser. 

The lone lady candidate, Mrs. 
Lesses of Ward 6, need not feel 
too badly. After all 260 votes is a 
rather slender margin, especially 
in view of the very considerable 
effort made in behalf of the win- 
ner, Stanton Ten Brocck. Fur- 
thermore, if you stop to consider 
that the third candidate in this 
Ward Aldermanic race, Benjamin 
Grow, obtained 693 votes, many 
of which would have presumably 
i have gone to Mrs. Lesses, you be- 
gin to realize that the lady made 
a mighty good race. What the 
I future may hold for the fair 
, sex in Newton politics is a very 
: uncertain matter. 

Vincent's defeat for Ward Al- 
derman was obviously due to the 
I lack of a real campaign in his 
! behalf. His total vote was 1,534. 

' That of Alderman Mattson from 
the same ward was 2,037. That 
is a difference of 503 votes and 
Vincent lost by only 64 votes. 
Figure it out for yourself. It 
was this upset in Ward 2 for 
Ward Alderman which prevent- 
ed your columnist from having 
a 100 per cent record in predict- 
ing the results of the election.

Announce Speakers All-England Team to 
For Woman's Club Play All-Boston 
'47-'48 Lecture Series Field Hockey Team 


JAMES J. SIDEBOTHAM 


James J. Sidebotham of 124 
Walnut Hill road. Newton High- 
lands delivered a talk “Magic in 
the Earth” before the Lynn Lions 
Club at their luncheon meeting on 
Wednesday. Well known in New- 
ton. Mr. Sidebotham of New Eng- 
land Coal and Coke Company 
speaking on behalf of the Bitumi- 
nous Coal Institute declared: 
“Bituminous coal in abundance 
is our greatest single- economic 
.resource, and is symbolic of Am- 
erica’s greatness in industrial 
productivity." 

"So important is coal as a 
source of energy that national 
paralysis would ensue if the 
supply were shut ofT," Sideboth- 
am said. "Most of the electric 
utilities and all of the coke ovens, 
if not fed by coal, would close 
as well as our great steel mills; 
there would be a stoppage of 70 
per cent of our railroads. 65 per 
cent of our cement mills, and 
more than 60 per cent of all other 
basic industries. As a chemical 
raw material it is beyond com- 
parison," he said. 

Pointing to the brilliant role 
coal plays in the progress of 
chemistry, Sidebotham continued. 
"From it are derived sulpha 
drugs, anesthesias and aspirin 
that have given relief to so much 
human suffering. Within it are 
the moth flakes and baking soda, 
colorful dyestuffs and the world 
of plastics. And train loads of 
fertilizer that add billions of 
bushels of eatables for our dinner 
tables. All thesp, plus steel and 
nylon are among thp two hun- 
dred thousand by products that 
come out of bituminous coal.” 

"No monopoly exists in the 
coal industry," Sidebotham em- 
phasized. "In this 3 billion dollar 
business, these are 6.000 com- 
panies operating our 12.000 mines. 
Only one company produces more 
than five per cent of the annual 
output, and only 11 companies 
produce as much as one per cent 
of the entire output."

Catholic Churches to 
Have Food Drive for 
European Children 

A Thanksgiving Week Cam- 
paign for food for the starving 
children of Europe and the Far 
East will be conducted in ail the 
Catholic churches of the Arch- 
diocese of Boston, starting Sun- 
day, November 23 and continuing 
through Sunday, November 30. 
The local campaign, part of a 
huge, nation-wide drive sponsored 
by the War Relief Services of the 
National Catholic Welfare Con- 
| ference, is being personally sup- 
ervised by His Excellency, Rich- 
ard J. Cushing, D.D. The cam- 
paign chairman in this area is 
Rev. James H. Doyle. 

More than 15,000 Catholic 
parishes throughout the nation 
will simultaneously be cooperat- 
ing in the drive during Thanks- 
giving Day week to achieye a 
goal of 25,000,000 pounds of 
canned foods to help relieve the 
suffering children of Europe and 
the Far Eastern countries. It is 
hoped that the contributions from 
the parishioners throughout the 
Archdiocese will greatly exceed 
that of any previous food cam- 
paign as it is becoming more 
clear every day that famine and 
starvation will run roughshod all 
over Europe and the Far East if 
help is not forthcoming speedily 
from American families. 

The drive this year is in direct 
response to urgent appeals on the 
world food crisis recently made 
by Pope Pius XH, President Tru- 
man and various State Depart- 
ment members. When Herbert 
Hoover toured Europe as direct- 
or of President Truman’s Famine 
Emergency committee, he found 
that continuous everyday hunger 
was imperiling the health and 
lives of 20,000,000 children from 
the English Channel to the Rus- 
sian frontier. Last year a similar 
campaign sponsored by the War 
Relief Services netted more than 
28,000,000 cans of foods for the 
peoples of the war-stricken areas. 

This year’s appeal is for all 
kinds of canned foods such as 
milk, meats, fish, 'flour, fruits, 
vegetables, corn meal, barley, 
dried beans, peas and other es- 
sential foods. Arrangements are 
presently made through local 
parish committees to facilitate 
the collection of canned foods 
during the week of the drive. 
School children in the parish 
neighborhoods are expected to 
play an important role in this col- 
lection of canned foods destined 
to feed the starving children of 
these war-stricken countries. Dur- 
ing that period they will canvass 
the areas in which they live for 
donations. 

Father Doyle pointed out that 
of the thousands of tons of can- 
ned foodstuffs collected from 
November 23 to 30 all over the 
country — every bit will be sent 
overseas as rapidly as shipping 
conditions allow and distributed 
wherever the need is greatest 
without regard to race, creed or 
color. Catholics and non-Catho- 
lies alike are earnestly urged to 
donate whatever they can spare 
in the way of canned foods. 
Every Catholic parish will have a 
designated collection depot, to be 
announced by the pastor. 

“Thanksgiving Day in Ameri- 
ca means happiness. But, in 
scores of countries where the 
thunder of war has so lately been 
silenced, there will be no bounti- 
ful dinners. There will be no joy- 
ous family reunions. And millions 
of mothers will look with tears 
in their eyes and pain in their 
hearts at the pitiful sight of their 
children dying a death that youth 
should never know— death from 
starvation."

Towey Exonerated in 
Street Dept. Trial 

Mr. Hubert Towey, salesman 
for Tractor* Inc., has been dis- 
charged without trial, since the 
indictments against him in re- 
gard to the recent Investigation 
of the Newton Street Department 
have been placed on file by the 
Court. Mr. Towey, who had In- 
sisted upon a trial and upon his 
plea of not guilty and who con- 
stantly refused demands for res- 
titution of funds which alleged- 
ly had never even passed through 
his hands, has been completely 
exonerated of all charges made 
against him. 

The facts leading up to Mr. 
Towey’s indictment, of interest 
to Newton citizens, are as fol- 
lows. 

During the latter part of 1943 
a tractor belonging to the City 
of Newton, and which it badly 
needed in its street department, 
was badly in need of repairs 
and really needed to be rebuilt. 
At that time It was almost im- 
possible to secure new equip- 
ment. and new parts and labor 
were at a premium. However, the 
tractor had to be put in condition 
and the need of it was impera- 
tive. 

The City of Newton, through 
its then street commissioner, re- 
quested Tractors Inc., a Rhode 
Island corporation with a place 
of business in Newton, to do the 
work on this tractor. The latter 
corporation is principally engag- 
ed In the sale of road building 
equipment and merchandise of 
that general nature and is not en- 
gaged in automotive repair work. 

Mr. Towey. as a salesman em- 
ployed by Tractors Inc., was the 
one who was importuned to have 
his employer render this service 
for the City. The corporation was 
not eager to take on a job of this 
character but was willing to help 
out the City in this emergency 
and undertook the rebuilding of 
the tractor. There was no com- 
plaint about the quality of the 
repair work, the charge, or the 
fact that the job was absolutely 
necessary at the time. When 
finished, the tractor was return- 
ed to the City and put to use. 

But, although bills were ren- 
dered to the City, they were not 
paid until 1945, when payment

was secured by the street com- 
missioner. This payment, insofar 
as Mr. Towey was concerned, 
was made in regular course, ex- 
cept that it had been delayed for 
a considerable period. Tractors 
Inc. had been advised that it 
would have been paid in 1944 but 
for the illness of the auditor of 
the City and the difficulty in se- 
curing his signature. The only 
complaint was that technically 
the bill should have been paid 
in 1943 or 1944 instead of In 1945. 

Except to demand several 
times that the work should be 
paid for, Mr. Towey had nothing 
whatsoever to do with the satis- 
facton of the account, his only 
knowledge being that the bill 
was finally paid by the city. In 
all his dealings with the City of 
Newton Mr. Towey was acting 
only in his capacity as a sales- 
man, on salary, for his firm.

MRS. JOHN F. BROWN 


"I never realized anyone could 
call a district nurse so easily or 
for so many reasons!” was my 
surprised comment after a re- 
cent visits with Mrs. John F. 
Brown. As president of the New- 
ton District Nursing Association 
Mrs. Brown had talked enthusias- 
tically of this vital Red Feather 
Service which she heads. We 
were sitting in her attractive 
living room at 360 Central street, 
Auburndale. The pale green 
walls were a cool, restrained 
background for colorful Oriental 
rugs. On a table was a flower 
arrangement with a profes- 
sional’s touch. And through the 
tall French doors we glimpsed 
the flower garden that is her 
pride. 

“Yes, many people still think 
the Newton District Nursing As- 
sociatibn is only for the under- 
privileged. Instead, it is a tre- 
mendous help to people in all 
classes who are unable to locate 
private nurses. Why, you can 
call the district nurse to help in 
carrying out the doctor’s orders 
for at least six reasons — to 
change a surgical dressing, care 
for a new baby, give treatment 
of medication, give general care, 
plan a special diet or plan for 
your child. Nurses at our office, 
297 Walnut street, Newtonvill^ 
are available to all Newton resi- 
dents by catting Bigelow 4880 or 
Bigelow 2800.” 

“Let me make a pote of that. 
I imagine every Newton family 
could use this service at some 
time.” 

"Tile Association has helped 
thousands of families during its 
almost fifty years of service.” 
Mrs. Brown’s grey eyes were 
alight with pride. Her small 
erect figure was surcharged with 
vivacity. Her brown hair was 
combed back in simple, deep 
waves. And her hands moved ex- 
pressively as she talked. "I sup- 
pose I am overly conscious of 
dates today. I have just figured 
out that Mr. Brown and I moved 
to Newton twenty ^even years 
ago!” 

"And where was your home?" 
I asked. 

"We both grew up in Minneap- 
olis where I had studied at a 
kindergarten training school. Mr. 
Brown is a food broker.” 

"And your family?” 

“Both our sons were in combat 
in the Pacific.” After a little 
pause she > explained quietly. 
"Jason, a captain in the Air 
Corps, was killed in October 1943. 
Wells, a lieutenant in the Navy, 
was on destroyer duty. He’s 
now living in St. Louis. He’s in 
the automobile business. And 
he has a brand new son named 
Stewart Jason.” 

"I know you’re happy over the 
first grandchild.” 

She beamed, then said: “Cer- 
tainly! Now let me tell you 
something interesting 1 did last 
summer.' I spent a day with 
each nurse as she drove about 
her district. It taught me anew 
how the hourly service they give 
can change the morale of an ill 
person. I could tell of a mother 
who came home after thirteen 
weeks and three operations, 
dreading the time when her in- 
experienced family must change 
dressings and care for her. A 
district nurse showed the In- 
valid’s sister how to assemble

equipment and change dressings. 
This aid made for a quicker re- 
covery. And today that mother 
is in radiant health.” 

I wondered about other phases 
of the work. And Mrs. Brown 
was glad to tell me. "Of course, 
bedside care comes first with the 
district nurses. They next strive 
to prevent disease and promote 
better health. One means is at 
Well Baby Conferences. A regis- 
tered physician is in charge at 
| each station. No sick baby is 
ever taken to these conferences. 
Instead, a mother confers with 
the doctor, nutritionist and nurse. 
It's amazing how much good can 
be done by starting early in this 
way. I recall one baby particu- 
larly. The doctor noticed one 
foot was slightly twisted. The 
mother was unaware of it. The 
baby was referred to the hospital 
orthopedic clinic for diagnosis 
and treatment. An X-ray showed 
no malformation of the bones. 
The young mother was shown 
how to massage the muscles and 
exercise the ankle. Because of 
this early diagnosis the child now 
walks normally.” 

"Is the District Nursing Asso- 
ciation helping at nursery 
schools?” 

“Yes, at four," Mrs. Brown ex- 
plained. “A nurse inspects each 
child before school begins — a 
grand way to prevent colds and 
other contagious diseases. But 
one of our newest phases is the 
work with industries. We supply 
nursing service at local indus- 
tries with small or incomplete 
medical services." 

"Then you promote health in 
every age group,” I said. "But 
who pays for your services.” 

"The charges for nursing serv- 
ice are based on the cost. Two 
thirds of our entire financial sup- 
! port comes from the Newton 
Community Chest and the 
Greater Boston Community 
Fund. So useful is the District 
Nursing Association to the wel- 
fare of Newton that last year 
it made the equivalent of one 
call for every third person in 
Newton!” 

"Then you must have an ex- 
cellent staff?” 

“Yes, for sixteen years it's 
been under the direction of Miss 
Hilga Nelson, a very capable 
person. Miss Elizabeth Porter

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Americans! Be Proud and Thankful!

In a s»ense most typical of all our national holidays, Thanks- 
giving Day is as American as the aroma of burning leaves in 
autumn. Since childhood Thanksgiving has been a beloved and 
unique institution in our lives. Always on school room walls 
hung that picture of -trong Puritan men, guns in hand, and 
demure women currying Bibles, walking through the snow to 
the prim New England meeting house. 

I have notice: that the minister frequently preaches from 
the Old Testamcn. : n Thanksgiving Day. There's a reason for 
that. The writers of the Old Testament were very wise men, 
of profoundly gifted insight. They knew life, they knew man 
and history, they knew God. On the wide canvas of thought 
they depicted the rise and fall of nations. Over it all they 
solemnly pointed to the brooding presence of the Eternal. More- 
over they did it in words that have never been surpassed. 

Often there was read one of the most majestic pieces of 
writing ever set down in the records of mankind. On Thanks- 
giving Day I urge you to read to your assembled family the 
eighth chapter of the Book of Deuteronomy. It will be good 
for your soul and your mind too. It will help to make great 
Americans of your children. Here the writer develops the thesis 
of a rich country. He describes the wealth and achievements 
of the people, then warns them, “When thou hast eaten and art 
full, then thou shalt- bless the Lord thy God for the good land 
which he hath given thee. Beware that thou forget not the 
Lord thy God.” It is a solemn warning that if we forget we 
will go down to destruction as has every nation that has so 
forgotten. 

I write as a minister, a descendant of clergymen of every 1 
faith, who from the foundation of this Republic have been 
charged with the responsibility of telling you, the American 
people, that this is the truth. There have been times when 
people did not give heed, times when we have been voices crying 
in the wilderness. And in those times we have been sowing the 
seed of our own destruction. Still the ancient words are terribly 
true, ‘‘When thou hast eaten and art full, then thou shalt bless 
the Lord thy God for the good land which he hath given thee. 
Beware that thou forget not the Lord thy God.” 

That's a solemn issue on Thanksgiving Day. That chapter 
from Deuteronomy reveals that the writer was proud of his 
nation. He referred to the “good land which he hath given thee.” 
Some people have tried to make us believe that it is not in good 
style any longer to be proud of this nation.” Everything, so 
they imply, is wrong with this country. To hear them talk only 
one country nowadays is always right. That particular foreign 
country is right about economics, right about sociology, right 
about international affairs, right indeed about everything, while 
we are usually wrong about everything. They tell us that our 
economic, social and political system is hopelessly antiquated 
and old-fashioned. They have tried to convince us to become 
“enlightened” and adopt the system of a so-called “Utopia ’ 
from across the seas. So the old pride in America is gradually 
erased and we're supposed to feel rather ashamed of our “reac- 
tionary” institutions. 

Nothing was ever more false. Nothing is more dangerous 
to freedom. Where does the world come today for its money, 
for its machinery', its food, and its skills? Who has become 
the trustee of free civilization? It is the country of freedom 
which Abraham Lincoln once described as “The last best hope 
of earth.” It is indeed a “good land” in which we may justly 
take pride without prejudice to any other country. Nor docs 
this pride in a “good land” preclude our having a spirit of active 
international cooperation. So be thankful for America. Be proud 
of your country. Keep her strong and free forever.

President Iranian's Message 

As - this column is being writ- 
ten, there has not been sufficient 
time to give the President’s vital 
message to Congress the deep 
thought and careful study which 
it deserves. However, it is pos- 
sible to make a few observa- 
1 tions which may prove perti- 
fnent. 

First of all, let us not forget 
for a moment that everything 
which happens from this point 
on in Washington will inevitably 
! be tinged, however, slightly, by 
purely political considerations. 
It is a shame, but it is also a 
fact, that there will be but a 
small minority of responsible 
people in high circles in the 
Capitol who will be able to for- 
get that the 1948 elections are 
less than twelve months in front 
of us. Consequently, many, 
many things which are done in 
the immediate future by mem- 
bers of both parties' will bear 
the imprint of 1948 thinking and 
, strategy. This, of course, is pre- 
cisely why so many of our citi- 
zens throughout the country are 
more or less disgusted with both 
the Democratic and the Repub- 
lican parties. After all, there 
; is not so much difference be- 
tween the two, especially when 
it comes to playing politics and 
securing temporary party ad- 
! vantage. 

Do you want evidence of this 
fact? Consider, please, the state- 
ments of Senator Taft of Ohio 
i and Speaker of the House, Joe 
Martin of Massachusetts. We 
| hear the Ohio Senator, now an 
avowed candidate for the Re- 
publican nomination for Presi- 
dent, rattling the dead bones of 
the OPA and all the other un- 
popular agencies with which we 
were familiar during the late 
l war. Taft talks dolefully about 
i the possible end of economic 
| freedom and the rapid onward 
I march of totalitarianism. Speak- 
| er Martin says that the Chief 
| Executive wants "a more colos- 
sal OPA.” In this connection, 
it is only fair to point out that 
there are a number of influen- 
tial Democrats who are also 
rather critical of the President’s 
current plan for both this coun- 
try and the rest of the world. 

It seems to me that the rather 
reliable G.O.P. organ, the Bos- 
ton Herald, phrased it quite 
neatly when it said editorially 
that the Republicans had been 
placed over a barrel; also, that 
the Truman plan was somewhat 
akin to giving a man the bu- 
bonic plague in order to cure 
him of leprosy. 

What will Congress do about 
it all? Most observers believe 
that the foreign relief program 
is apt to go through Congress 
without undue difficulty, though 
there may be some slight chang- 
es and amendments. The anti- 
inflation program, however, is 
destined to find the going in- 
finitely mgre difficult. What will 
be the reaction of the people as 
a whole, several weeks from 
now, regarding the proposal to 
give back to the President some 
of the vital war-time powers? 


How can the people be sure 
that we will not soon have a 
full-fledged OPA and all the 
rest, including black markets, 
greater scarcity of necessary 
goods and still more heavy- 
handed 'bureaucracy? Time will 
tell. 

I suggest that my readers 
keep a watchful eye on the mem- 
bers of BOTH parties in the Con- 
gress in the immediate future 
and that they waste no time in 
getting in touch with their Con- 
gressmen and Senators if they 
do not like their attitude or 
their votes. 

Mnllin Piophecies 

Whether or not you agree 
with him, Bill Mullins, the Bos- 
ton Herald’s political expert, 
frequently has something inter- 
esting to say. Last Sunday, for 
example, he was discussing the 
possible action of the G.O.P. "in 
the remote event that Lt. Gov- 
ernor Coolidge does not seek a 
second term next year. Mullins 
listed nine veterans of the last 
war who have returned to civ- 
ilian life and are now holding 
important elective offices. After 
listing these nine men he goes 
on to say that the Republicans 
"almost certainly” would select 
their candidate for Lt. Gover- 
nor from this colorful group. 
And who are these nine young 
war veterans? Councilman Paul 
Keith of Brockton, Councillors 
John S. Ames of Easton, a new 
member of the Governor's Coun- 
cil, Warren G. Harris of Mill- 
bury, who is a former Repre- 
sentative and Otis M. Whitney 
of Concord, our own Councillor; 
Mayor Olander of Northampton 
and the following State Sen- 
ators; Philip K. Allen of Ando- 
ver, Richard H. Lee of Newton, 
Mason Sears of Dedham and 
Sumner G. Whittier of Everett, 
recently defeated in a bitter 
contest for Mayor of Everett. 

Interesting, is it not, that our 
own State Senator, Richard H. 
Lee, should be listed in this dis- 
tinguished company? One gath- 
ers that Senator Lee has made 
a deep impression on observers 
on Beacon Hill. 

New Congressmen 

Practically every member of 
the State Senate appears to be 
a candidate for President of 
that august body, now that Don- 
ald W. Nicholson from Wareham 
has been elected to succeed the 
late Congressman Charles L. 
Gifford of Barnstable. The re- 
moval of this veteran State Sen- 
ator may have a marked effect 
on legislation on Beacon Hill, in 
1948. 

If I may offer a prophecy of 
my own, it is this: before an- 
other four or six years have 
elapsed, there will be at least 
two more changes in our Con- 
gressional delegation. My guess 
is that Congressman Herter, 
who represents us in Washing- 
ton, is almost sure to move over 
to the State Department and 
that Congresswoman Rogers of 
Lowell will retire.

SAUSAGE AND APPLE 
PATTIES 

2 medium apples, pared and 
cored 

2 teaspoons lemon juice 
(about) Dash of salt 

1 pound sausage meat 

2 tablespoons finely chopped 
onion 

1 cup crushed raisin bran 

Cut apples into six H -inch 
slices. Season with lemon juice 
and salt. Combine sausage meat, 
onion, and bran arid shape mix- 
ture into 12 small balls. Place 
balls between two sheets of 
waxed paper and flatten into 
patties, inch thick. Put to- 
gether in pair's with an apple 
slice between patties. Press 
edge of patties together to seal 
in apple slice. Arrange in shal- 
low baking dish. Bake, uncov- 
ered in slow oven (325 degrees 
F.) 40 minutes, or until apples 
are tender. Baste occasionally 
with drippings. Serves 4 to 6. 

MOCHA CREAM 

Place the contents of 1 pack- 
age of chocolate pudding in a 
saucepan. Stir in 1 cup milk, 
dash of salt, and 1U cups cof- 
fee beverage. Cook until smooth 
an’d thickened, following manu- 
facturer’s directions on label. 
Chill, covered. Beat with egg 
beater; serve. Serves 4. 

Timely Food Tips: That ex- 
tra grapefruit half stays juicy 
when you store it on a plate, 
cut-side down in the refrigera- 
tor. Do the same thing with 
oranges, lemons, or limes, It 
saves vitamins by protecting the 
cut surface from the air. 'Plan 
to use the fruit soon, however, 
in a salad, fruit cup, or in some 
oiher way. 

If a piece of cheese grows 
hard before you get around' to 
using it, grate and store it in a 
Jelly glass with holes punched 
in the lid. It keeps well and is 
delicious sprinkled over vege- 
tables or spaghetti dishes. 


' It’s not too early to think 
about saving every bit of bread 
and leftover rolls or toast for 
the stuffing for that Thanksgiv- 
, ing bird. Dry out the bread 
thoroughly either at room tem- 
perature or in a very slow 
oven. Don’t let the bread brown. 
Keep in a covered container un- 
til ready to use. Or roll it into 
crumbs and store in the same 
way.

Newton’s retail sales for Sep- 
tember 1947 were 27 % greater 
than for September 1§46; for the 
first nine months of 1947 they 
were 28% greater than for the 
same period In 1946. For the 
Greater Boston area the increase 
fSr September was 2% and for 
the nine months period 8%. The 
increase in sales is due in large 
measure to the increase in prices 
and to the increasing sales of 
automobiles, building materials 
and household appliances. 

The figures covering employ- 
ment and payrolls in manufac- 
turing establishments in Newton 
for the month of September. 
1947 compared with the month 
of September 1946 show a de- 
crease in employees of 414 or 
9% and a decrease in payrolls 
of $5,855 or .07%.

There are several reasons why 
the danger may be increased this 
coming season. The most Impor- 
tant one is the coal situation and 
its high prices. This may cause 
many families to seek out the old 
portable heater which after be- 
ing in storage for sometime may 
be far from safe to use. No one 
can tell by a casual glance how 
far the rust has eaten into its 
construction or if the seams will 
hold without leaking. These heat- 
ers- must be thoroughly taken 
apart and examined and cleaned, 
removing all traces of rust and 
corosion to make sure that it is 
safe to use. 

One of the features of great 
importance is the latch or catch 
on the portable heating units to 
make sure that it will hold secure- 
ly when fastened. Many of these 
portable units are of such con- 
struction that when they are 
picked up by the handle, the 
catch if not tight may release 


duction of excessive odors, or 
may even result in the produc- 
tion of toxic gases which if con- 
centrated enough could cause 
asphyxiation. 

Now for the greatest danger 
of all— the cause that has result- 
ed in untold number of deaths. 
That is the practice of carrying 
these heaters, while they are still 
lighted, from room to room, or up 
and down stairs. Even moving 
these heaters from one section of 
a room to another while lighter, 
can be hazardous if there are 
small children there moving 
around the room. 

Several serious losses of life 
have occurred in .the past few 
years due to moving portable 
heating units while lighted. In 
one case, while carrying a light- 
ed heater down stairs, the per- 
son stumbled and the heater roll- 
ed down the stairs, quickly cut- 
ting off all of the people upstairs. 

A few rules to govern the safe 
use of this type of heater are as

Another important feature is 
to make sure that the base or 
legs are firm and that they are 
all there and securely attached, 
that all of the parts holding the 
heater together are properly 
tightened. Missing bolts or 
screws should be replaced. The 
ease which one of these heaters 
can be tipped over should be con- 
sidered before being purchased. 
No portable heating unit should 
be placed in a location where it 
will be easy to hit it and knock 
it over. 

Burners of such kerosene units 
should be kept clean for the sake 
of safety and economical opera- 
tion. They should be cleaned 
periodically so that they will not 
begin to get dirty and clogged 


Keep it clean and free of dirt, 
oil, and soot at all times. 

Never place it near curtains, 
tablecloths or other combustible 
materials or under them. 

•Never place it where it can be 
knocked over or where it might 
cut off the path of escape. 

Never fill it while it is still 
burning. The vapors may ignite 
and explode. 

Never use it in a room with all 
of the doors and windows closed. 
It needs air to burn correctly. 

Never leave it when it is first 
lighted, be sure that the wick is 
properly adjusted and that it is 
burning correctly. 

Always replenish the fuel In a 
safe location. 

Never carry a portable heating 
unit while it is lighted.

Leonard Spence, husband of 
Mrs. Jane (Grant) Spence, and 
former holder of ten national 
swimming championships, died 
on Monday, November 10, at the 
i Grasslands Hospital, Valhalla, 

| New York, after an illness of 
two years. His home was at 
Miami Beach, Florida, 
j Mr. Spence was in his 39th 
year. He. was the youngest of the 
three Spence brothers who dom- 
; mated American swimming from 
1930 to 1936. He specialized in 
breaking records for the 220- 
l yard fireast stroke event and 
- first came to general attention 
' in New York in 1930 when he 
won the Metropolitan A. A. U. 
Junior title at 2:46:4 and the 
next day won the senior title in 
the same event. Later that year 
he set a new World record of 
2:44:8 in the Lido Country Club 
Pool, Long Beach, L. T. The fol- 
lowing year as a student at Rut- 
gers Preparatory School he broke 
two intercollegiate records for 
the 220 yard free style and the 
100 yard breast stroke, and In 
1932, swimming for the New 
York Athletic Club, he made 
world records in the 100 and 200 
meter and the 100 yard breast 
stroke. In 1933, 1934 and 1935 
he set a world's record in sev- 
eral other swimming events and 
in 1936 swam for Bermuda in the 
Olympics. Soon after that he 
turned professional. 

He became swimming coach 
and tennis coach at Miami Beach 
in the resort hotels, the Versail- 
les, the President Madison and 
the McFadden Deauville and also 
held a similar position at the 
Quaker Ridge Golf Club at Scars- 
dale, New York which he joined 
in 1944. 

Mr. Spence and his brothers 
were born at Christianburg, Brit- 
ish Guiana where they learned 
to swim in the Demeras River, 
near the pla.iL.t 1 i owned by 
their father. Leonard Spence was 
the last of the three brothers 
to come to this country and he 
became an American citizen in 
1938.

Hon. 0. John Rogge, 
Nazi Prosecutor, 
Speaks Snnday

"What to do About the Fascist 
Threat” will be the subject of the 
address to be given by the Hon. 
O. John Rogge at the Commu- 
nity Church of Boston at Jordan 
Hall. Sunday, November 23. at 
10:30 a.m. Called by Justice 
Frank Murphy in 1939 to serve 
as Asst. U. S. Attorney General 
in charge of the Criminal Division 
of the Dept, of Justice, Mr. Rogge 
accepted and immediately set to 
work and smashed the Huey 
Long machine sending ex-Gov. 
Leche and many other Louisiana 
politicians to jail. In February. 
1943. former Atty. Gen. Biddle 
invited Mr. Rogge to Washington 
to take charge of the mass sedi- 
tion case against the 29 sedition- 
ists. Recently he conducted an 
investigation in Europe with ref- 
erence to leads in the sedition 
case and uncovered such a wealth 
of material relating to Nazi pene- 
tration in the U. S. that he pre- 
pared a report which he hoped 
would be presented by the Dept, 
of Justice to the American people. 
The Justice Dept, at first indi- 
cated that any evidence which 
Mr. Rogge might find would be 
made public: however, when the 
department became aware of the 
fact that -the report contained 
the names of 24 members of Con- 
gress. the Justice Dept, decided 
that the report should be kept 
secret. Mr. Rogge, all his life 
a fighter against un-American 
activities, felt that the people of 
the country were entitled to know 
the inside story and proccded to 
reveal those facts in a series of 
speeches to awaken the American 
people.

Although It uses the thrifty 
cuts of meat recommended by 
the Citizens Food Committee, 
this Moat Loaf offered by the 
Committee’s Consumer Service 
Section is in the prize-winning 
class for savory and nutritious 
eating. Glazed and garnished 
for a dressed up Sunday touch, 
as suggested, it vies with any 
roast. 

Sharing menu honors with this 
Peace Plate are creamed potatoes 
brightened by the addition of a 
pimento, cut into small pieces, 
buttered peas or some other 
green vegetable, and a tossed 
salad of shredded raw cabbage, 
small wedges of impeded apples 
and chopped peanuts. For des- 
sert, try a, baked chocolate pud- 
ding or Spanish cream with cho- 
colate sauce. 

SUNDAY MEAT LOAF 
1 pound veal neck or breast, 

ground, or chuck beef or lamb 

shoulder ground 
l'i cups rolled oats 
2' i teaspoons salt 
I \(i teaspoons celery salt 
'» teaspoon pepper 
t teaspoon powdered sage 
l cup milk 

2/3 cup canned tomatoes 
'i cup minced onion 

1 egg, well-beaten 
1/3 cup apple jelly 

2 teaspoons hot water 
Orange sections (optional i 

Combine all but the last three 
ingredients; pack into greased 
loaf pan, 9x5x3 inches. Bake in 
moderate oven (350 degrees F) I 
for one hour. Turn out onto bak- 
ing pan; glaze as follows. Cook 
the apple jelly and hot water 
until smooth, then spoon some 
of this glaze over the loaf. Re- 
turn to oven for 10 minutes lon- 
ger. Remove and garnish with 
orange sections if desired. Spoon 
more glaze over orange sections 
and loaf. Serves 6 to 8. 

1. The commercial and utility 
grades of beef can be used satis- 
factorily in making the above 
meat loaf. 

2. Rolled oats makes a good 
meat stretcher for many main 
dishes. In today’s meat loaf, oat- 
meal builds up the food value 
of the meat loaf by adding im- 
portant amounts of protein, iron, 
and Vitamin Bl, and the protein 
value of both meat and oatmeal 
is enhanced too. The oatmeal 
also absorbs the meat juices and 


improves the texture of the meat 
loaf. 

3. Use any meat loaf left from 
Sunday, in sandwiches for the 
Monday ‘Lunchboxes.’ Sliced or 
ground and mixed with a- little 
chill sauce or catsup, it makes 
a delicious sandwich filling. Or 
use it as stuffing in baked stuffed 
peppers and onions.

of Newton. Representatives of 
these flyers attended a meeting 
held in November and offered 
basic facts concerning the merits 
and problems of airplane flying. 
At the conclusion of the meeting 
the Commission expressed itself 
very strongly (hat any program 
instituted would be definitely of 
an experimental nature. They 
also expressed themselves as 
recognizing that some solution 
should be found for this recrea- 
tional venture on the part of 
Newton citizens. 

The Commission decided that 
a set of rules and a schedule of 
flying dates be drawn up and 
published in the local papers. 
The following rules have been 
formulated as protective and pre- 
cautionary measures, and all fly- 
ing enthusiasts agree to comply 
with these rules. 

I-'lylng Rules 

1. Flying will be permitted on 
Sundays from 2 p.m. to 6 
p.m., or until dark, which- 
ever comes first. 

2. All flying shall be held at 
the time and place desig- 
nated in the schedule. 

3. The flyers will assign one 
or two older members to as- 
sist the recreation leader at 
each meeting of the club. 

4. No person shall be allowed 
to fly a model plane unless 
he is covered by liability in- 
surance, in case of accident 
or damage. 

5. Spectator control shall be 
the direct responsibility of 
the group using the premi- 
ses. (It is desirable that 
children under 12 should be 
accompanied by an adult). 

6. The flying area will be lined 
off with circle radius when- 
ever possible. 

7. All flying to be done with 
control lines attached. 

8. The Recreation Department 
will provide a recreational 
leader for each flying ex- 
hibition. This person shall 
be the control officer of the 
group. 

9. Failure of flyers to adhere 
to the rules laid down will 
result in suspension of this 
program. 

10. The Recreation Commission 
reserves the right to review 
this program at any time, 
should conditions exist which 
would indicate that the pro- 
gram is not workable.

Should he Nailed this Week 

Postmaster Patrick J. Connel- 
ly has issued an appeal to the 
public to mail all of their gift 
parcels for the states of the 
Middle West and South this 
week for assured Christmas de- 
livery. Packages for delivery in 
Arizona, California, Oregon and 
Washington should have been 
mailed last Friday, in accord- 
ance with the time-table set up 
by the postoffleo. If such par- 
cels have not yet been mailed 
it is urgently recommended that 
they be placed in the mails im- 
mediately. 

He urged that persons do 
their Christmas shopping now 
while stores have the greatest 
assortment of Christmas gifts 
and while shopping, he sug- 
gested that they drop into the 
local postofflee and purchase 
their stamps for Christmas 
cards and thus avoid congestion 
later. 

The local postal Superinten- 
dent has already advised the 
public that regular mails are 
running extremely heavy and 
has advised the public to mail 
their parcels early. He recom- 
mended the early morning hours 
as the best time for the average 
individual to bring them to the 
postoffice and thus avoid the

The recent postal auc- 
tion representing over 368 lots 
of merchandise and containing 
thousands of articles are more 
or less the answer to improperly 
packaged merchandise. 

All available postal equip- 
ment is now ready- to move the 
Christmas mail load. It will not 
be adequate if the public delay 
in mailing their gifts and cards 
until the last minute. The pot- 
office suggests that you face 
all of your cards one way and 
tie them in bundles before bring- 
ing them in to be deposited in 
the mails. 

In view of the tremendous 
number of changes in addresses 
during the past year in view 
of thes housing situation through- 
out the country, the public are 
urged to affix 3-cent- stamps to 
all cards so that they may be 
forwarded. The third-class un- 
sealed type of card cannot be 
forwarded, even though the 
postofflee may have a forward- 
ing address. Failure or original 
delivery means they are con- 
signed to the Dead Letter Of- 
fice to be destroyed. They are 
not returned to mailers so that 
the greeting you selected and 
thought was delivered as a 
Christmas remembrance has 
been wasted. Remember, this 
week — mail all parcels for de- 
livery outside of New England.

Family Service 
Backs Anti- 
Inflation Action 

— o — 

In a letter to President Tru- 
man, Brooks Potter of Boston, 
president of the Family Service 
Association of America, has 
given the support of his organiz- 
ation for "prompt and adequate 
legislative action against fur- 
ther inflation at home.” 

The Family Service Bureau of 
Newton is among the 241 family 
service organizations through- 
out. the country who compose 
the membership of the Family 
Service Association of America. 

The Potter letter, copies of 
which were sent also to majority 
and minority leaders In Con- 
gress, had been endorsed on 
November 14 by Ihe executive 
committee of FSAA and was 
made known here today by Mrs. 
William V. M. Fawcett, president, 
and Mrs. Catharine S. Holden, 
general secretary of the Newton 
agency. 

"It is our considered view," Mr. 
Potter wrote the President, 
“that any .further substantial ad- 
vances in prices, particularly in 
relation to food, clothing and 
shelter, will result in far more 
acute family breakdown than 
has occurred up to the present 
time.” Mr. Potter enclosed a 
summary of a recent survey 
among family service agencies 
indicating that high living costs 
were contributing substantially 
to the frequency of marital fric- 
tion, separation, divorce and the 
insecurity of children. 

Increasing disruption of fam- 
ily life, the FSAA president said, 
"must be weighed not merely in 
relation to temporarily increased 
public costs for health and relief 
but in terms of its impact upon 
the children of our communities. 

“We believe that insecurity 
and hardship in American homes 
in any one period inevitably has 
its effect on national and world 
stability," Mr. Potter declared. 
"Our association, therefore, con- 
siders it of the greatest impor- 
tance that the present special 
' session of Congress act to pro- 
tect family living in this country. 
Specifically this requires prompt 
and adequate legislative action 
against, fu-ther. inflation, at 
home. We urge and support ac- 
tion in this direction by -the Ad- 
ministration and Congress.” ....

Dr. Peter Shih, former Y. M 
C. A. secretary in Chunking 
spoke on “America and the Fai 
East" at the meeting cfsthe New 
ton Rotary Club on Monday. 

Dr. Shih has been in America for 
ten months. His father has been 
a Christian minister for 51 years 
and during the war they enter- 
tained over 5000 American boys. 
He believes that forgiveness is 
the only answer to world peace. 

"Inflation." he said, "is a seri- 
ous problem in China. 

One dollar in American money 
is exchanged for $100,000 in 
Chinese money. The teaching 
group is hardest hit because pro- 
fessors in colleges and schools 
can provide only about 5 days' 
food for their families on their 
meager salaries. A Rotary lunch- 
eon in China would cost $60,000.” 

“The Chinese have the greatest 
respect for the aged and for their 
parents, and for the sacredness 
of marriage. A great deal of 
stress is put upon teaching the 
young the sacredness of mar- 
riage. A Chinese family motto 
is, "Be patient, be quiet, be po- 
lite." There are 70 million home- 
less in China Communism won't 
work there because it is at va- 
riance with the ideals of the 
home.” 

A few family mottoes are: "It 
is better to light a candle than to 
curse the darkness"; "Be too big 
for worry, too noble for anger, 
too strong for fear and too happy 
to permit the presence of trou- 
ble"; "God gives and forgives;

V.A Officers Revise 
Reporting Procedures 
For Students 

Officials of the Boston Region- 
al Office of the Veterans Admin- 
istration have announced that 
veterans who are full-time col- 
lege students no longer need 
make periodic reports of their 
earnings. Part-time students 
however, must still report their 
earnings at least once a semes- 
ter. 

Veteran students enrolled full 
or part time at institutions which 
forego terms and semesters and 
let students complete courses 
when they can must also con- 
tinue to report earnings periodi- 
cally. 

Tho VA revised its procedure 
for paying subsistence allowance 
following a survey which showed 
that less than one percent *of the 
full-time students making peri- 
odic reports of earnings showed 
any change during the year, 
from that which was reported at 
the beginning of the school' term. 

The revised procedure now re- 
quires veterans to estimate earn- 
ings front productive labor for 
the full period of their enroll- 
ment,- at the time of registration 
in thc school.
